up Springfield. Nellis believed then that 
the man in the snow was dead, and told 
the Governor so. He asked the Governar 
whether he should permit the body to 
i be removed. 

Man Left in the Snow. 

The Governor advised him, Nellis 
says, to wait until the militia came, 
and to take no chances on a ruse which 
might result in a renewal of the mob’s 
attack. So, when the next message 
came from the saloon, Nellis told his 
questioner that everyone must keep 
away. 

Chief of Police Egan of Cairo arrived 
at the Courthouse before the militia 
came, and says he told the Sheriff that 
Halliday ought to be removed, but he 
was not permitted to do so. 

The crowd remained in. the saloons 
across the street until nearly 3 a. m. 
Then, on the Governor’s order, trans- 
mitted through the Mayor and _ the 
Cairo police, the saloons were closed. 

It was topo cold to remain outside, and 
another attack on the Courthouse was 
not ventured. After standing about the 
corner a few i oments and uttering a 
few threatening yells in the direction of 
the Courthouse, the men went to their 
homes, except the wounded ones, who 
went to St. Mary’s. 

Maloney, one of the wounded men, is 
a nephew of William Desmond, former 
Chief of Detectives of St. Louis. 

The mob spirit has never died here 
since the murder of Annie Pelley, a 
shop girl, last fall by a negro, which 
was followed by the lynching of a negro 
and a white man. 

The double lynching which aroused the 
anti-negro sentiment in Cairo culminat- 
ing in the mob outbreak of last night, 
took place on the night of Nov. 11 last. 


The body of Anna Pelley had been. 
found in an alley. She had been at- 
tacked and murdered. 

William (‘Froggie’) James, a negro, 
was arrested on suspicion, after a hunt 
for the murderer, in which bloodhounds 
were used. 

At night a mob formed and took James 
from the jail. He was hanged in the 
-{ public square and his body riddled with 
bullets. 

The mob, which numbered thousands. 
also took from the jail and lynched 
Henry Salzner, a white man, who was 
held’ on a charge of wife murder. 

Gov. Deneen rushed State troops to 
the scene. The soldiers restored quiet 
and prevented the lynching 6f Arthur 
Alexander, another negro suspected of 
complicity in the Pelley murder, The 
man was spirited away to Champaign

Deneen received no word from Cairo 
after 6 o’olock this. morning, at which 
hour the Sherif reported the town quiet.

He ordered a 
number of the companies of the South- 
ern [Illinois regiments of the State 
Miitia to be in readiness to move at a 
meoment’s notice. 

“At 6 o'clock,” said the General, ‘‘the 
town was reported quiet and little fear 
was expected by the Sheriff of further 
trouble.

Declares Party Where Arrests

The gambling squad will continue to 
“sit in’ at euchre games and make 
raids as often as the public parties are 
held, notwithstanding the acquittal of 
Jacob Strauss Friday on a charge of 
gambling, according to the statement of 
Chief Creecy. 

A jury in the Wyoming Street Police 
Court rendered a verdict of acquittal in 
a test case charging Strauss and three 
others with conducting a gambling 
The men were arrested at Wag- 
ner’s Hall, Jefferson avenue and Chero- 
kee street, Wednesday night. ~ 

‘That is not a test case,’’ Chief Creecy 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday. 
“TIT predicted acquittal before the case 
was tried. That was a sort of ‘framie- 
up’ game. They were fixed for the po- 
lice and had carriages there ready to 
be’ taken to the police station. @Their 
bondsmen were ready. They reached the 
jail on a sort of pneumatic cushion, with 
all modern conveniencés, as it were. 

“In the game, all the players won 
prizes, whether they won any games or 
not. There was no element of chance in 
the game, as it was framed up for the 
police. ,Instead of any element of skill 
or chance it was a sort of a bargain- 
hunting rush. The only skill required 
was to step up to a table and pick out 


the best present there. 


“These men got together and pulled 
off what they call a euchre- They had 
a table with several presents near the 
door. At the close of the play each 
player was told to go to the table and 
pick out a present. It was not really a 
euchre game. 

‘‘We are not after such games as that. 
The gambling squad will continue to 
raid all games where the public is in- 
vited. This thing of giving presents to 
every player is simply an effort to 
dodge the law. It will not prevent raids 
by the police.”’ 

The jury was out 15 minutes before re- 
turning its verdict of acquittal. Strauss 
testified on thé witness stand that he 
played euchre, and admitted that he 
Played in the game with detectives. A 
denfense was made that the giving of 
presents to all members took away the 
element of chance, and that the game 
Was not in violation of the law.

The House Committee on Claims, ac- 
cording to a Washington dispatch, has 
decided favorably the bill relieving 
Thomas J. Akins of responsibility. for 
the disappearance of $61,500 from the 
United States Subtreasury of St. Louis 
when he was Assistant ‘Treasurer. 
Akihs has been appointed Postmaster 
since the shortage occurred. 

The Republican members of the com- 
mittee all voted for a favorable report, 
and the Democratic members against it. 
The shortage occurred several years 
ago in the cage of the paying teéller, 
who was then David P. Dyer Jr. Dyer 
was acquitted by a jury in the Federal 
Court that tried him for the defalcation. 

What became of the money has never 
been determined to the satisfaction of 
Government officials. Akins had no 
knowledge of the shortage until after it 
was discovered by employes of the de- 
partment, according to his friends. The 
relief bill has been up several times, but 
has always failed to pass. The books 
of the Subtreasurer are out of balance 
by $61,500 and cannot be balanced until 
Congress wipes out the shortage, or 
Akins makes it good. 

A minority report from the commit- 
tee will be made by Representative 
Shackelford of Missouri. It is based on 
the contention that Akins did not give 
proper attention to his duties and should 
have recovered the’ money- from his 
bondsmen.

MUMMIFIED BODIES 
ARE TAKEN FROM 
THE CHERRY MINE 


Victims of Disaster Found to 
Be Preserved by Gas in 
the Shaft. 


CHERRY, Ill., Feb. 18.—Eleven bodies 
of miners were recovered from the St. 
Paul coal mine today. To the amaze- 
ment of veteran mine Inspectors, the 
bodies entombed since last Nov. 138, 
when brought to the surface, were 
found to be almost perfectly mummi- 
fied. 

The mummified condition was brought 
about by the bodies having, during the 
three months, been in a part of the 
mine which was dry and warm and 
the bodies going through a slow pro- 
cess of drying up. 

“This is one of the most remarkable 
ineidents of a disaster which has been 
full of wonders,” declared an old mine 
inspector. ‘“‘The mummies are in such 
good preservation that they might have 
been taken out of the ancient tombs of 
Egypt.” 

Fighting through fire and the deadly 
black damp, whiclk. ever since the dis- 
aster has stood between them and the 
165 or more bodies still entombed in the 
mine, the rescuers found the 11 bodies 
in what is known as the second level. 
They were about 175 reet from the main 
air shaft. The men instead of retreating 
to remoter parts of the mine, evidently 
had made a desperate effort to escape 
when the fire broke out and they were 
among the first to die. 

They were found with their arms 
stretched forward and face down, hav- 
ing been suffocated as they ran, prob- 
ably by a gust of heat and gas. Shut 
in an air-tight chamber when the mine 
was finally sealed up, they remained in 
a kind of an oven in which the temper- 
ature was a little above blood heat. 

Their clothing was so badly scorched 
and their features so badly distigured 
by falling rock that identification was 
affficult.”

They lined 
up for blocks out in the freezing cold 
of Christmas day. That gives you an 
idea of how hungry they were. And 
each one of them, when he had finished 
and passed out, said ‘Merry Christmas’ 
to those of us in charge." 

Maj. Merriwether, who was associat- 
ed with Brigadier Cousins in the giving 
of this part of the Christmas festival, 
told of, the interest in the dinner for 
weeks ahead among the men around Sal- 
vation Army headquarters. 

Mr. McClain, chairman of the organ- 
ization committee of the 400 walters 
from charitable institutions who served 
at the Coliseum dinner, told of his work 
and the great pleasure it had been to 
him.

CALLED FAVORITISM 


Promoters Declare Laclede 
Will Get Rights and Not 
Pipe Natural Product. 


COMPETITION IS LOST 


Swarts Asserts His Clients 
Will Not Bid on Assem- 
bly’s Bill. 


The Municipal Assembly ‘is preparing 
a natural gas franchise to be sold to 


the highest bidder. The Public Im- 
provements Committees of the House 
and Council have agreed upon the ordi- 
nance, which has been sent to the City 
Counselor for approval. 

S I. Swarts, attorney for the St. 
Louis Gas, Heat, Light and Power Co., 
which has applied for a 35-year fran- 
chise to pipe natural gas to St. Louis, 
told a ‘Post-Dispatch reporter Friday 
that his company positively will not bid 
for the franchise in its present shape. 

George V. Reynolds, attorney for the 
Rodgers syndicate, which has also ap- 
plied for a franchise, said he had not 
seen the city’s proposition and could not 
at this time tell whether he will bid for 
the franchise. 

Both the Rodgers and the Braden syn- 
dicates, the latter being interested in the 
St. Louis Gas, Heat, Light and Power 
Co., are seeking a franchise to pipe 
aatura] gas from Oklahoma to St. Louis. 


Will Kill Competition. 
With the St. Louis, Gas, Heat, Light 


and Power Co. out of the bidding there 
can be no competition for the franchise, 
according to those who are famillar with 
the situation. The Laclede Gas Light 
Co., which has talked of piping natural 
gas from the Caddo flelds of Louisiana, 
does not require a franchise to sell nat- 
ural gas in St. Louis. 

Attorney Swarts declares his company 
cannot afford to bid on such a fran- 
chise as the city has proposed and that 
the plan of the Municipal Assembly will! 
result in the failure of the city to get 
natural gas. The bill which probably 
will be passed by the Assembly within 
a month and offered for sale to the 
natural gas promoters, will provide a 
maximum price of 40 cents a thousand 
cubic feet, specify the quality of gas 
to be supplied to consumers, the pres- 
sure to be maintained in the pipe lines 
and other technical details. 

The joint committees of the House and 
Council have decided that the mains of 
the Laclede Gag Light Co. will be un- 
suitable for distributing natural gas in 
St. Louis and the bilf will carry a pro- 
vision that 100 miles of new mains must 
be laid each year until the entire city 
is piped. 

It is stated by promoters of natural 
gas companies that the Municipal As- 
sembly will play into the hands of the 
lighting monopoly by offering the fran- 
chise for sale, as the holders of exist- 
ing franchises could well afford to buy 
it and hold it to keep natural gas from 
being piped to this city to compete with 
artificial gas, which is now being sold 
at 90 cents and $1 a thousand cubic feet.

Rise 
Friday Is to Be Followed 
by More Snow. 


The official Government thermometer 
on Clemens avenue in the West End 
registered 14 degrees below zero at ® 
a. m. Friday, while the official ther- 
mometer on top of the Chemical Build- 
ing showed a temperature of three de- 
grees above at the same hour. The tem- 
perature in the outlying districts of the 
city was the coldest of the year. Ther- 
mometers at police stations and drug 
stores in various parts of the city res- 
istered from 2 to 10 degrees below at 
7 a. m., and a Maplewood thermometer 
recorded 18 degrees below. 

The Weather Bureau predicts slowly 
rising temperature throughout the city 
Friday, with a minimum of 15 degrees 
above zero Friday night. The day 
opened clear, with the sun shining 
brightly, but the prediction is for in- 
creasing cloudiness with more snow to- 
night or Saturday. 

The February snowfall to date has 
been the greatest in the history of the 
Weather Bureau, which began keeping 
records in 1884. In the 18 days of the 
month there has fallen 21.4 inches of 
snow. When it ceased snowing at 3 p. 
m. Thursday tnere was 13.5 inches of 
snow on the ground. 


Greatest Snowfall in History. 
The greatest snowfall for any pre- 
vious month was March, 189, when 21 
inches fell. Virtually all of this great 
snow fell March 30-31, that being the 
greatest 24-hour snow ever recorded by 
the bureau. The total amount of snow 
falling since the blizzard 

Wednesday was 14 inches. 
The weather was extremely cold in all 
the suburban towns early Friday. In 
Alton the thermometer recorded a tem- 
perature of 8 degrees below. The re- 
markable variations in temperature are 
not unusual, according to the local 
Weather Bureau, as conditions are dif- 
ferent in the various parts of the city 
and country. : 
The unofficial thermometers that 
a. m. were telling a more cheerful story 
two hours later, when most of them reg- 

istered from 6 to 7 degrees above. 


1100 Snow Shovelers at Work. 

Street Commissioner Travilla has 1190 
men and 400 teams clearing away the 
snow in the downtown district. He has 
not been able to get enough teams and 
men to do the work as rapidly as he 
would like to have it done. All of the 
garbage wagons are being used, and no 
collections will be made at the resi- 
dences this week. 

The snow fall of Thursday, whici 
ceased at 3 p. m., made it necessary 
for the street department to cover some 
of the downtown districts twice the 
same day. 

The total depth of the snow was 15 
inches, the heaviest in the history of the 
local Weather Bureau. The blizzard 
continued 48 hours, and the temperature 
dropped 65 degrees, Tuesday, to zero. 
The fall in temperature in the last 24 
hours was 18 degrees. 

It will cost the city $15,000 to remove 
the snow from the streets in the central 
business district. The United Railways 
spent thousands of dollars keeping its 
tracks open for traffic during the snow- 
storm. The city and the rallway com- 
pany employed 2500 men at this work. 


Stalled Wagons Biock Traffic. 

Wagons on the tracks are still inter- 
fering greatly with street car traffic. 
Teams cannot haul more than half 
loads under prevailing conditions, but 
some teamsters try to haul normal loads 
with the result that many wagons are 
stalled. Nearly all street car lines 
passing through the central distrfct 
have been delayed at various times by 
wagons. 

Trains are arriving in Union Station 
from one to seven hours late. As the 
snowstorm was genera] throughout this 
section of the country, trainmen have 
had much difficulty in making schedule 
‘time. It is expected trains will be late 
for several days. 

There was much suffering among the 
poor and homeless Thursday night. The 
police stations housed 600 homeless men, 
and more than 300 persons applied to 
the Provident Association ‘for aid. All 
applicants at police stations* were al- 
lowed to sleep in chairs and on the 
floors, and the stoves were heaped full 
of coal to keep them warm. 

It was impossible to keep many of the 
poorly equipped homes warm with the 
scanty supply of fuel available, and 
there was much suffering in the quar- 
ters occupled by the poor. The Provi- 
dent and other relief associations dis- 
tributed coal and clothing among the 
poor to tide them over the cold spell, 
but they were not able to supply all 


the demands or to relieve all cases of 
suffering.

Effort Made to Prevent Fur- 
ther Disclosures of Swope 
Poison Facts. 


GRAND JURY AT WORK 


Woman Charges Hyde Gave 
| Drugs to Force Dismissal 
of Damage -Action. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 18.—Devel- 
opments in the legal maze which en- 
velops the charges against Dr. B.’' Clark 
Hyde and his suit for slander against 
John G. Paxton today wil) include an 
effort to restrain Hyde’s attorneys from 
taking any mere depositions. 

The charge that Hyde sought to cause 
the deaths of members of the Swope 
family by giving them typhoid fever 
germs was made by Paxton yesterday. 

In answer to a petition filed in the 
Circult Court of Independence by Dr. 
Hyde asking that Attorney John G. Pax- 
ten be compelled to produce certain let- 
ters that passed between him and Dr. 
Ludwig Hektoen, Mr. Paxton accused 
Dr. Hyde of bad faith in attempting to 
obtain evidence “tending to prove that 
the plaintiff had murdered by the ad- 
ministration of poison Themas Swope 
and Chrisman Swope, and also attempt- 
ed to poison Margaret Swope and by the 
same kind of treatment had communi- 
cated to the members of the Swope 
family typhoid fever.’ 


Charge Is Entirely New. 
Veiled charges against: Dr. Hyde in 


connection with the death of Chrisman 
Swope and the alleged poisoning of Miss 
Margaret Swope had been frequently 
made, but the charge that the physician 
communicated typhoid bacill to members 
of the family is entirely new. 

The typhoid epidemic in the Swope 
home marks one of the most mysterious. 
features of the entire case. None has 
ever successfully explained the origin 
of the disease. Yet eight persons in 
the home became afflicted with typhoid 
fever between Dec. 1 and Dec. 22, last. 

Dr. Hyde was in attendance at the 
home until Dec. 18, when the nurses 
struck on account of his presence, and 
he departed. 

Soon after the answer making the 
new revelations in the case was filed 
today, Judge Walter Powell decided 
that the reports of the scientists sought 
by Dr. Hyde’s attorneys should not be 
made public until] Mrs. Logan Swope 
was willing for them te be released. 
They are now in her hands.

NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—Judge Hand 


in the United States District Court has 
temporarily enjoined Louis Paulhan, 
the French aviator, from making any 
more flights in this country with his 
aeroplane on the ground that it in- 
fringes on the patents of the Wright 
brothers. In granting the writ Judge 
Hand filed an opinion which he admit- 
ted gave a monopoly of the air to the 


Wrights and their million dollar syn- 
dicate. 

Until there is a decision on the mo- 
tion for a permanent injunction the syn- 
dicate will control, not only the produc- 
tion but the use of all aeroplanes 
equipped with dévices depending *on the 
‘| warping’ of ‘planes. Not even a for- 
eigner can come here and fly unless he 
can gét a license from the syndicate. 

Those who had intended to take part 
in the international aeroplane cham- 
pionship races in this country next 
summer will give up their idea, it is ex- 
pected. They may build aeroplanes 
without tails, but they cannot fly with-| 
out tails.

The court will not permit our 
customers té be sued and persecuted as itidividuals while this suit is 
pending against us as manufacturers. 

A Lower-Court decision is far from final. It is only the first round 
of a patent battle. There remain the Court of Appeals and then the 
Supreme Court, to both of which we can, and, if necessary, will, carry 
this case.

Suppose, for instance, that one man 8€ 
lects seed corn from the fittest of a large number of 
statks that have been left to struggle for existence 
against weeds and-drouth in ordér that the strong 
@talka may survive and the weak stalks perish. 
‘While another man selects seed carn each year from 
@nly “average stalks that have been well protected 
from any struggle for existente and cultivated in 
richly fertilized sol] so that all the weak stalks wil! 
live. Let them continue this for 10 years and then 
compare results. Every farmer’knows that if the 
corn from stalks whieh have struggled for existence 
with weeds and drouth is fit for chicken feed it will 
do well. While the other corn, from the average Pro~ 
tected stalks is certain to be fine. Similar expert- 
ments with animals will show similar results. While 
pleasurable exercise is found beneficial, an unpleas- 
urable struggle for existence is found to be of abso-

NO. 1—OHASING THE LIMITED. 


MAY 10, 1950.—My new 500-horsepower monocopter flyer| 


is the fastest and sturdiest craft in all the sky. This afternoon I 
shook the police patrol mono in the high level as if she were an 
old’-Farman bi.

T was in the twentieth round when I 
| began to realize that I was beaten. 

Corbett danced up to me one time, 
and, my swing having missed by a foot, 
he drove a hard right-hander into my 
stomach. 

“That was a good one,’’ I said to him, 
but he only smiled. ‘‘Come on and 
fight,’’ I again said to him, hoping that 
he would come in close enough for me 
to land a right swing to the jaw.

City Hall Watchers Believe 
Ranken Tract Measure 
Will Be Passed. 





The Terminal Association's Ranken 
tract bilr will be. placed on its passage 
in the House of Delegates Friday night. 
The impression prevails at the City 


Hall that the bill will pass by a small 
majority. 
The railroads committee, which had 
the bill under consideration for several 
weeks, submitted majority and minort- 
ty reports, the majority report recom- 
mending the passage of the bill and the 
minority report being against it. 
The members of the committee rec- 
ommending the passage of the bill are 
Chairman Russell and Delegates Ja- 
cobs, Hamilten and Samel, Those op- 
posing it are Delegates Mischel, Eilers 
and Igoe. 

Thirteen Are Supporters. 

It was generally understood at the 
City Hall that Speaker Rombauer and 
Delegates Gallagher, Golden, Jacobs, 
Koch, Tirre, Brennan, Hamilton, Samel, 
Taussig, Russell, Rower and Holliday, 
12 in all, are certain to vote for the bill. 
It will be necessary for the bill to re- 
ceive 15 votes to pass. 

Delegates Hilkerbaumer, Buder, Soy, 
Oheim, Mischel, Eigel, Eilers and Igoe 
are outspoken against the bill, while 
Delegates Duing, Paule, Chanman, 
Hiltenbrandt, Speitel and some others 
are noncommittal. 

The opposition to the bill is based on 
the ground that no provision is made 
for the abolition of the bridge arbitrary 
within the 100-mile radius. The bill 
grants the Terminal Association the 
right to use the streets of the Ranken 
tract for expansion of its facilities, and 
also legalizes the Mayor's permits un- 
der which numerous tracks have been 
laid in the Compton avenue yards. 

The Terminal Association, by the 
terms of the ordinance, agrees to pay 
$1,000,000 into the City Treasury in re- 

emption of past obligations and as 


| compensation for the streets vacated. 


Besides the Terminal bill the House of 
Delegates will have before it far pas- 
sage the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
terminal bff!, and 17 switch bills. It is 
expected the session of the House will 
be the longest in its history, as several 
important amendments to the bills are 
to be debated and acted upon. 

Speaker Rombauer told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Friday that he did not 
care to discuss his attitude on the bill. 
He had been one of the most active 
supporters of the measure, but he said 
recently that he could not consctentious- 
ly vote for or against the bill, because 
he once had a lawsuit in which the 
Terminal Association was the defendant. 


FREIGAT BILL OF FIVE YEARS’ 
STANDING STILL IS IN DISPUTE 


The Pennsylvania Railroad Co. has 
not yet accepted the certified check for 


$110 from Recorder of Deeds Charies F. 
Joy in payment for a freight shipment 
of his furniture from Washington, p.

HOUSE TO DECIDE (DREAMS MENACE 


CITY BEAUTIFUL, 
REBER'S WARNING 


“Drawing Money From Mu- 
nicipal Revenue More Vital 
Than Drawing Plans.” 


Estimates of what it will cost to make 
St. Louls a “City Beautiful” are to be 
prepared by three subcommittees of the 
commission of fifteen appointed by 
Mayor Kreismann to plan an artistic 
plan of municipal development. 

Putting a price en the improvements 
which have been advocated by the Civic 
League and other organizations and in- 
dividuals, follows the suggestion of Pres- 
ident*-Reber of the Board of Public Im- 
provements. He contends that the city 
ought not to be committed to any 
scheme of development until an approx- 
imation of the cost is ascertained. 

Plans that will result only in irides- 
cent drawings, whose realization would 
entail an outlay of many millions, Pres- 
ident Reber says, \.ill hinder instead of 
helping the growth ef the city. 

_As an illustration of the financial dif- 
ficulties that are sure to beset the 
achievement of a “City Beautiful,”’ 
President Reber reminded the commit- 
tee, at Thursday’s meeting, of the value 
placed on the three blocks. between 
Olive, Market, Thirteenth and Four- 
teenth streets. 

“We wanted a plaza connecting the 
Public Library with the new municipal 
buildings, but we were halted by a de- 
mand of $12,000,000 for acquisition and 
development of the property,’ said Mr. 
Reber. “Drawing pictures of parks and 
civic centers is not very practical. 
Drawing the money from the city’s rev- 
enues is the thing of first importance.”
